C it y , Sept. 30.—Civ^ Serv­ 
ice Commissioner Ob erly has declined an in­ 


v i t a t i o n of the Illinois Democratic aasocia- 
tion to address that b ody, on the ground that 
it would b ean impropriety on his part, as he 
is entrusted with the administration of a non­ 
partisan law, to participate in a partisan 
demonstration. Mr. Ob erly says this rule holds 
good also as to civil service examiners; that 
they have no right to take any part in parti­ 
san meetings. 
Speaking of the Illinois Dem­ 
ocratic association, he said it was an organ­ 
ization of officeholders, and that it can not, 
in his opinion, exist without it« memb ers v io 
lating several of the penal codes of the civil 
service law. 
He maintains that the law for­ 
b ids such organizations. 
Mr. Ob erly in his letter of declination 
quotes several sections of the civil service act 
b earing on the question, and iu conclusion 
says: 
“It should not b e forgotten that tiie provis­ 
ions of the civil service act were passed 
while the Repub licans were in power, and 
when b y perverting instrumentalities the Re­ 
pub licans were using the pub lic service for 
partisan purposes. 
Filling the civil service 
with men and women for partisan reasons 
only, that party then rob b ed them b y assess­ 
ments and b y solicitations accompanied b y 
open or hinted threats of dismissal, and for 
the purpose of making its frequent attempts 
at this kind of rob b ery effective it organized 
the Repub lican State associations, and used 
them in taking from the purses of its vic­ 
tims money that was needed in the support of 
their dependents. 
It should not b e forgot­ 
ten b y Democrats that the penal sections of 
the civil service act were aimed at this sys­ 
tem of rob b ery b y assessments and solicita­ 
tion, and at all the instrumentalities b y 
which that system was made effective. Dem­ 
ocrats applauded the enactment of those pro­ 
visions, and congratulated themselvos upon 
the prob ab ility that they would destroy the 
malign influences of the Repub lican state as­ 
sociations located at Washington, and give to 
the Democratic party a fair chance in a fair 
tight for the presidency.

It is perfectly well known to phy si­ 
cians that ex cessiv e cigarette smoking 
does do a great deni of harm, and that a 
man may die from carry ing the practice 
to an ex cess. 
In the iirst place, people 
who smoke cigarettes do more smoking 
than those who use cigars and pipes. 
If 
a man D going to leav e his office to run 
across the street for a minute. *»r is walk­ 
ing to take a horse car, he will not light 
a cigar; he knows it must R* thrown 
away immediately , and a sense of econ­ 
omy restrains him. 
But if he is in the 
habit of rolling cigarettes, he may take a 
whilf at any time, and is pretty sure to 
be alway s doing it. 
The result is that 
where a non-smoker has the benefit of 
some fresh air in the lungs whenev er he 
is out of doors, the cigarette smoker 
takes in air charged with nicotine. 
Smokers of cigars and pipes do not, as 
a rule, inhale smoke, hut cigarette smok­ 
ers do. W hy this should he, it is difficult 
to say , but it is an acknowledged fact 
that it is so. 
It is thus easy to see why 
thu results of cigarette smoking should be 
so baneful. 
The air in reaching the 
lungs and the blood goes through the 
windpipe and the bronchial iul>es. 
Be­ 
tween the windpipe and the lungs the 
bronchial tubes keep div iding into two. 
This incessant subdiv ision reduces them 
ultimately to great fineness. 
In the 
lungs they are scarcely wider than a hair. 
At the end of each bronchial tube there 
is what is called a pneumonic globule. 
It is in this globule that the air and blood 
meet; it is lure that the Hood Incomes 
“ aerated,” or ox y genized. 
In the case 
of men w ho inhale the smoke of cigar­ 
ettes, these globules, instead of rec< iv ing 
fresh air, receiv e air charged w ith nico­ 
tine. ’In order to know the ex tent to 
which the lungs receiv e the poisoned air 
it is only necessary to remember that the 
area of these pneumonic globules is some 
1,200 square feet. 
There is a popular notion that the 
paper wrappings of cigarettes do the m is­ 
chief. 
The paper perhaps does burn the 
mouth. 
The wrajqwrs of some Turkish 
cigarettes are impregnated with opium, 
and these, of course, do harm; but that 
is not the fault of the cigare tte. 
The 
trouble with cigarettes is that people will 
smoke cigarettes at times w hen t hey will 
not smoke cigars, and that cigarette 
smokers thus use more tobacco than 
other peopl », and that cigarette smokers 
inhale tobacco and take into the lungs 
air charged with nicotine.— New York 
Times.

ceptiv e faculties sharpened by observ a­ 
tion and training, and accustomed to re­ 
ceiv e impressions and draw’ conclusions 
from matters so triv ial as to elude gen­ 
eral comprehension. 
As a rule he is 
honest— as the world goes— and a firm 
lx liev er in the truthfulness and adv an­ 
tages of his calling. 
The deceits he prac­ 
tices are unav oidable, and less with a 
v iew* to delude humanity than to cajole 
and Ix 'guiio the unseen and unknown, 
lie is a “ mind reader,” psy chologist, 
mesmerist and clairv oy ant in one—-of no 
mean 
ability ; 
an 
endowment 
that, 
though sometimes inhen nt, is oftener in­ 
culcated and dev eloped through ecstasia.

WHITE SLAVERY IN COLONIAL TIMES 


jKedempt lo ners 
o r 
Term 
Slaves — Fre« 
XVillerH and In d e n te d Servants. 
M any persona w ho consider them selves 
fam iliar w ith the history of this co un try 
are n« » t aw are tha t in the hist c e n turj 
w hite m en. w om en and children w ere 
held in lx» u« lage; tha t the colonial law s in 
favor of such servitude w ere as explicit 
and severe? as w ere those in support of 
negro slavery. Such w hite persons ow ing 
a ]x*rsonal service to individual m asters 
w ere generally know n as “ tc n u ¡slaves, 
though their legal status w as represented 
by the w ord “ redem ptioner. ” 
Isaac W eld, J r., in his lx;ok of travels 
in A m erica, published in the last cen­ 
tury , asserts that it w as the custom of 
shipm asters at R otterdam and tin* H a use 
tow ns to inveigle the people on to their 
vessels, under prom ise of a fret* passage 
to A m erica. 
O n reaching the colonies 
announeem ent of the arrival of m echanics 
and laborers w ould be* m ade, and persons 
in w ant of such w ould flock to the ships 
and the poor G erm ans w ould 1m* sold to 
the highest bidders, the captains pocket 
ing the proceeds. 
Retleni]» tinners constituted in the early 
part of t!ie E ighteenth cen tury n 
1**011 liar 
feature of colonial anxiety. 
They w ere 
recruited from am ong all m an n er of jh*o- 
pie in the Old W orld, an d tlirough this 
channel Eiuojm? em ptied uik>h A m eric: 
not only the virtuous |>oor and oppress** 
of her population, 
but the vagrants, 
felons and the dregs of her com m unities. 
There w as thus established am ong the 
first settlers a society tha t, in m any 
places, w as alm ost im bued w ith a m oral 
pestilence. 
A m ong the redem ptioner» , 
how ever, w ere a fa ir proportion of sturdy 
souls, strong in purpose and endeavor, 
w ho appreciated the g reat opportunity 
created for them by this com plete change 
of life and co un try . A t the expiration of 
their term of service many, by thrift and 
industry, elevated them selves to re w ri t­ 
able positions, a n d w ere al» oorlxd in the 
m iddle class. 
T here w ere tw o kinds of redem ptioners 
— “ indented servan t» ,” w ho had bound 
them selves to their m asters for a term of 
years previous to leaving the old co un ­ 
try, and “ froa w illers,” w ho, being w ith­ 
o ut m oney and desirous of em igrating, 
agreed w ith the captains of shii» to 
allow them selves or their fam ilies to be 
sold on arrival for the c a pta in ’s a d va n ­ 
tage, and thus repay costs of passage and 
other I'XjK'iwH. 
T he fo rm e r- indent« *d 
servants— w ere often trapped into the ir 
engagem ents by co rrupt agent» at hom e, 
w ho persuaded 
them all un d er false 
prom ises of tender and hum ane tre a t­ 
m ent, and OGwurances of rem unerative 
em ploym ent 
at expiration of service, 
w hich w ould insure a eonqx't« nt provi­ 
sion for the rem ainder of th< ir days. 
The em igrants often discov« m l 011 arrival 
tha t the advantages to In* obtained in 
America had been paint« *! by tin* ag en t.*■ 
in much too alluring colors. 
1-requenllv 
their masters forced them to m o-t rig id 
labor, 
anti 
«. a cruised 
ail 
11 mu fo s a ry 
bo verity. 
The five willers suffered c*v a wor * 
treatment at the hands of 
1hqmmstcra 
and ng' nts. 
They were b*«I to believ« 
that on arrival in America tlu a* 
¡1 m e s 
would 1m* cug« Tly solicited by j ■er.-\>ns 
who w o u ld gladly pay the cost < f in« ir 
passages; which being only £ 9 , the eipi- 
grants vo-aid 
-'u lx* al I* to r« ‘p: y, and 
thus scrure their liberty and all tlu* in- 
joy men t an« l prosp« *rily tliat ihe new 
countrv « vffered to adventurers. 
Agree­ 
ments Wei« *« ntered into wher» by these 
deluded ones bound themselves, ibii* if. 
on arrival, they did not succeed ^ hln n a 
certain num ber of days in securing em ­ 
ployment < u their own terms, they could 
be sold h r a term of years to defray the 
charges for Hit ir passages. 
Alas, the 
“ free wilier» ,” with rare exceptions, ha« l 
a rude awakening on reaching the col­ 
onies. 
Under their agreem ents the cap­ 
tains had a legal lien on the persons of 
the em igrants until the ship charges w ere 
paid; consequently they w ere not allow ed 
to go on sho re, but w ere exposed to view 
on deck to the x>eople on cam e board 


In search of servants. 
E xcept In cases 
of ex trao rd in ary qualifications, v« *ry few 
of them were* happy enough to m ake 
tlu'ir ow n stipulation» , an« l they found 
t!» m selves sold for several years of ted i­ 
ous laljor and servitude, 
t 
T he usual price paid in P ennsylvania 
for thr<*e rear» * service w as £ 21 Is. fid. 
W hen his tim e hud expired a m an w as 
entitl**! to receive tw o suits of clothes, a 
grubbing h« **, a w ooding hoe and a now 
ax. 
C hildren sold for from £ 8 to £ 10, 
and thoir m asters w ore required to see 
tha t they w ore taug ht to read and w rite, 
and had a t least one qua rte r’s schooling. 
In New Je rse y —according to “ le a r n ­ 
ing and S pic e r" —no w hite servan t, if 
s..Id or l-ound after 17 years of age, could 
serve ul*>vo f<» ur years. 
If un d er tha t 
age, they w ere to lie free on reaching 
their m ajo rity . 
A t the expiration of ser­ 
vice their m asters w ere obliged to supply 
them w ith tw o good suits of clothing, 
suitable fur a servant, one good falling 
ax. one p *m1 hoe and seven bushels of 
In d ian corn. 
A servan t w as to Ik* im m e­ 
diately fm * l in case of lx*ing so abused 
>y m aster or m istress aa to result in the 
(Iks of an eye or a tooth. T he law s against 
aiding redem ptionists to 
w ere ver> 
severe. 
A fine of £•"> w as Im posed f« » r 
offe rin g assistance in such cases, and tlie 
aider and nlK ttor w aa obliged to m ake 
full satisfaction to m aster or m istress for 
all loss, dam age o r cost sustain« *! hv the 
alisence of or search for the run aw ay . 
A ny one w ho concealed or en tertain ed an 
alw conding re« lem ptioner could Ik fin« *d 
a t the discretion of the co urt, and !<e 
m ade to pay ten « hillings to th<* ow ner 
for each day he* had harliored tlie servant. 
In looking back on th<* peculiarities, 
chang es, and gradation» of siKiety in 
N ew Je rse y ’s colonial days, it is curio us 
to note how the w ell to do em ig ran ts 
w ho brought w ith them or purchased 
a fte r arrival redem ption servants, often 
lost tin* prestige «»f thoir affluence; being 
unable in th« * new co un try to m ain tain 
their rank influence. 
T heir hum ble ser­ 
vitors, how ever, inured by hardship and 
labor to th« * stern necessities of coloniiil 
existence, prosj)ered and throve. 
The 
Mind people, afte r serving their tim e, ac­ 
quired land an« l home» by diligence and 
saving: it w as not uncom m on, in tlie 
second generation, to find them tak in g 
precedence of the children of the m aster 
w ho had ow ned their tim e d urin g their 
first years in the country. 
The affluent 
im m igrant, having lieen accustom ed to 
ease, proved unequal to the struggle, an« l 
his children, thro ug h faulty an d ignorant 
education, rapidly deteriorated.* -C hicag o 
Tim es.

m om eter rises to 100 « legs, in the shad« *, 
tlie tem perature in such a box w ould lie 
little less tha n the actual intensity of the 
sun ’s rays. 
I supixise the therm o m eter 
w ould go up to 150 degs. or m ore. W ha t 
w e try to g et a t in the signal office is to 
measure? the tem perature of th« * atm os­ 
phere, and n o t tlie intensity of tlu* sun ’s 
ra y s.—S ergt.

Tim O x id atio n of Zinc. 
T he expensive outdoor use of zinc bj 
builders a t the present tim e has directed 
atten tio n t« » the peculiar process of oxida­ 
tion w hich this m etal undergoes, and 
w hich is .so im po rtan t to Ik* considered in 
all applications involving exposure. 
The 
rusted surface d« n*s n« it ruh off or blow 
aw ay, but form s a sort of hard crust or 
enam el upon the surface of the m etal, 
and w hen laid upon boarding w hich is or 
m ay becom e d am p or ex[>os<Hl to steam 
or condensation b« *low, it rusts on both 
sides. 
The thin zincs first introduced in 
this w ay w ere rusted thro ug h, brittleness 
ensuing, and failure being the result. 
B ut if the zinc bo of sufficient thickness, 
a fte r a certain tim e oxidation ceases, and 
the result is a Ixxly of solid, sound m etal, 
incased abuve 
and below by a solid co at­ 
ing, thoroughly im perm eable to the acci­ 
dents of w eather or tem perature, and 
w hich requires n« > painting. 
T he various 
ways of spreading zinc consist m ainly in 
laying it in a corrugated form without 
boarding, tin* trusses of iron < r wood of 
the roof carry in g tho weight, or in ra f­ 
ters about one 
foot, m ore or l<v*s, apart,
